“Only had 8.01 inches of 
rain this year,” he snorted, 
and as of Jan. 27, 1976 we 
had even less — 6,21.

These are the latest de- 
velopments in a running 
battle between the police 
chief and three council 
members over the PSE, 
which Simmons has de- 
scribed as a “investigative 
tool’, a lié detector which 
functions by measuring 
voice patterns. 

The controversy began 
after a citizen campaign 
raised $2,500 for the pur- 
chase of a PSE machine 
which had already been re- 
nted by the local depart- 
ment for the past three 
years. 

Vice Mayor Griffin led 
the opposition, emphasizing 
alleged unreliability of the 
PSE and its alleged poten- 
tial for violation of constitu- 
tional rights. 

The council recently 
voted 3-2 to reject the do- 
nated machine after it was 
described as a “‘tool of fear” 
by one opponent. And 
another 3-2 vote forbade an 
future rental of the PSE. 
The council majority reject- 
ing the machine had Griffin 
Mayor Joyce Jackson an 
Councilman Mike Gleason. 

Earlier, Chief Simmons 
had asserted that such a de- 
cision is his perogative, that 
the machine is reliable and 
that his department has 
strict “‘guidelines”’ restrict- 
ing its use to avoid infring- 
ement of civil rights.

A recent report issued by the International Federa- 
tion of Institutes for Advanced Study in Bonn, Germany, 
concludes that a longterm cooling trend has set in and that 


global climate conditions will consequently become more — 


variable, or “normal.” 

“This climatic change,” said the report, ‘‘poses a 
threat to the people of the world.” Predicting ‘“‘ major crop 
failures almost certainly within the decade,” the scien- 
tists warned that the problem ‘‘can be ignored only at the 
risk of great suffering and mass starvation.” 

Reid Bryson, a University of Wisconsin 
meteorologist, is among the leading proponents of the 
theory that the Northern Hemisphere has entered a 
cooling period, bringing more variable weather. 

He contends that since the average temperatures 
began descending in the 1940s, the growing season in 
England has shrunk by two weeks, droughts have begun to 
increase in northwestern India, African and Japanese 
monsoon rains have retreated toward the Equator and 
midsummer frosts have returned to the midwestern U.S. 

_ Bryson says his studies show that the rise and fall of 

civilizations as far back as 1900 B.C. correspond with the 

advance and retreat of monsoon rains in regions where 
rainfall is vital for growing rice. 

He says that a similar cooling period some time 
around 1200A.D. brought a 200-year drought to what is 
now the grain belt of the Midwest. It drastically altered 

- the culture of the indigenous Indians who lived there, 
according to archeological evidence. 

“So clearly,”’ says Bryson, “200 years of drought in: 
the ‘Breadbasket’ of North America is possible.” 

_ Even those who disagree with Bryson admit that 
- climate poses an acute threat to the world’s precarious 
food balance, and that the favorable weather of the past 20 

- years is unlikely to continue. 

Despite the consensus among climatologist, the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture (USDA) contends that ag- 
ricultural technology and the socalled Green Revolution 
(more productive hybrid grains) will keep food produc- 
tion apace with world population growth for at least 25 
years. 

Consequently, the U.S. government has allowed the 

- virtual disappearance in the last decade of worldwide 
- grain reserves. Lester Brown, president of the 
* Worldwatch Institute, contends that worldwide food sup- 
- ply at any given time is now down to just 30 days. 


Scientists such as Louis M. Thompson, dean of ag- 
Ticulture at Iowa State University at Ames, believe the 
- USDA’s reliance on technology is a dangerous fallacy. 
Thompson’s longterm studies show that since the 1950s, 
increased crop production in the corn belt was more the 
result of favorable weather than of better technology. 

A recent report by the U.S. Office of Technological 
Assessment took the USDA to task for failing to take 
climate variability into account in forecasting food pro- 
duction. It said that with world food supplies dangerously 
low, the government lacks an intelligence system capable 
of predicting the consequences of unexpected droughts, 
floods or other adverse conditions. 

The report noted that despite the best computer 
technology and access to weather satellites, the U.S. 
failed to learn of the Soviet wheat crop failure in 1972 when 
it sold wheat to the Russians at bargain prices. 

At the same time, said the report, the U.S. govern- 

_ ment. received no.warning when world food production 
recently declined for the first time ub many years — with 
food demand rising sharply. 

The concern over the climate-food supply problem 
has prompted a one-year study by meteorologists and 
agricultural economists at the National Defense Univer- 
sity. Their aim is to reach a consensus about what’s 
happening to the climate and to improve techniques for 
predicting crop production. ~ 

Last year the National Academy of Sciences recom- 

. mended a national commitment to climate research with 
une to rise from $18 million a year to $67 million by 
1 


Meanwhile, Congress is expected to set hearings on a 
National Climate Research Act in the next session. 

In the absence of concerted government action, some 

- scientists have opted to go public with their warnings. One 

of the most persuasive has been Stephen Schneider of the 
NCAR in Boulder. 

Inhis recently published book, ““The Genesis Strategy 

_ —Climate and Global Survival,” Schneider argues that if 

the earth’s population continues to grow and the less 
developed countries demand to use energy at the rate 
developed countries do, the man-made waste heat may 
drastically affect the flobal climate. Such effects as 
higher temperatures and increased down-wind rains are 
already common in and around large industrial cities. 

Schneider urges developed countries to slow down 
their use of energy while developing countries catch up, 
using alternative energy systems. He says developing 
countries must also limit their population growth. 

Until this occurs, he says, governments should heed 
¢limatologists and establish a world food bank to stave off 
climate-induced famine and turmoil.

and saving rinse water, if 
possible, for outdoor use; 
eliminating the use of gar- 
bage disposals; and turning 
off faucets while brushing 
teeth, shaving and washing. 

Local residents who feel 
that the restrictions are a 
shade too Spartan may 
draw some comfort from 
comparing East Bay’s situ- 
ation with Miserable Marin. 
There the conservation 
measures read like the 
marching orders for a 
camel caravan. 

Directors of the Marin 
Municipal Water district on 
Jan. 26 enacted a rationing 
program that approxi- 
mately doubled the water 
rates, imposed stiff penal- 
ties for over-consumption 
and provided for a complete 
cutoff of water in cases of 
gross abuse. The goal is to 
reduce water consumption 
by as much as 57 percent. 
The new base of $1.22 per 100 
cubic feet allows only 46 gal- 
lons of water per person per 
day before penalty rates are 
applied. Penalties can be as 
much as 40 times the base 
rate. Officials fear the 
Nara may run out of water 
completely by September. 

Marin’s new rules. make 
no specifications on actual 
water use, but the 46-gallon 
limit effectively prevents 
almost all outdoor uses.

Controller Kenneth Cory 
today announced the dis- 
tribution of $65,197,654 
among the State, cities and 
counties as the January ap- 
portionment of highway 
users taxes. 

Alameda County’s share 
was $657,718, and Albany’s 
share was $11,737. 

A total of $16,509,159 went 
directly to the counties; 
$12,449,772 to cities; 
$36,208,723 for expenditures 
on State Highways, and 
$30,000 to the Bicycle Lan 
Account. ' 

The total apportionment 

was derived from the follow- 
ing sources: gasoline tax, 
$59,846,759; diesel fuel tax, 
$5,349,625; and miscellane- 
ous, $1,270. 
The total available for the 
January apportion ea 
was $771,369 less than that 
for the preceding month. 
The gasoline tax was 
$1,424,140 less than the De- 
cember figures. The diesel 
fuel tax was $653,784 more 
than in December. Miscel- 
laneous income was $1,013 
less than in December. 

The distribution was 
$12,241,171 more than that 
for the same month last 
year. The January 1977 
gasoline tax. distribution 
was $10,913,162 more than 
that for January 1976. The 
diesel fuel tax distribution 
was $1,767,570 more than in 
January 1976. Miscellane- 
ous income was $439 more 
than in January 1976. The 
prior year also included a 
$440,000 transfer from the 
Transportation Tax Ac- 
count which did not recur 
this year.
